CITIZENS’ MEETING 


Enthusiastic Gathering Sat- 


urday Evening at North 
Red Deer School. 


A mass meeting of the residents of 


North Red Deer Village was held in 
tge school house on Saturday, 7th 
December, at 8 o’clock, to consider 
the advisability of annexation of the 
village by the town of Red Deer, 


‘a petition for which had been for- 
warded to the Council] of the Town! 


by some of the residents on the north 
side of the river. 

Acting Chairman MclIlwraith pre- 
sided, and in opening the 
said that he had called this mecting 
at’ the request of several of the resi- 
dents for the purpose of considering 
whether the village should be annex- 
ed to the town of Red Deer. He had 
heard of a petition which was being 
circulated by a resident of the vil- 
lage, asking the town of Red Deer 
to uanex the village, but as he him- 
self had not seen it, for it had 
never been presented to him, he him- 
self would not. even now. be in a 
position to swear that ‘there’ was 
such a document in existance. AS 
far as he was personally concerned, 
he was not opposed to the amalgum- 
ation of the two municipalities, pro- 
vided that a good and satisfactory 
ayreement could be reached, but he 
thought that it would not be good 
business to rush into such an agree- 
ment without due consideration. 
Personally, he would like to hear 
arguments both in favor of and 
against the propositioo, and then 
that he would act in a way that he 
thought best. He hoped that as 
many as had views to express would 
voice them freely, and each speaker 
would be allowed ten minutes ; but 
before calling on anyone he wished 
tu inform those who intended speak- 
ing that he would not allow ‘any 
business Lrought in except that bear- 
ing upon the question at issue and 
he would allow no remarks that 
should rightly be made at the Coun- 
cil meeting, or at the annual meet- 
ing of the village, which would be 
beld on the 6th of January next. 
ile would now ask the meeting to 
appoint a secretary, and it was moy- 
ed by Mr. McCaskill, and seconded 
by Mr. Freytag, that L. B. Griffith 
be secretary, which motion carried, 
and Mr. Griffith took a place at the 
table. 

The Chairman then said that, ac- 
cording to the last issue of the Red 
Deer Advocate, he had noticed that 
a Mr. Edgington had been circulat- 
ing the petition before spoken of. 
His only knowledge that this was so 
was what he had read in the paper. 
This being the case, he would call 
upon Mr. Edgington for a few re- 
marks, as he had no doubt: but that 
Mr. Edgington must have had very 
good reasons for circulating the 
petition, and no doubt would be able 
to tell those present of all the ad- 
vantages that would be enjoyed by 
the village if annexed to the town.

Machine Takes Place 
Of Stamps 


People of New Zealand Put 
Letters Into Device and 


Turn Crank 


Instead of using postage stamps 
which have to be pasted on envelop- 
es, the people of New Zealand may 
now simply put their letters under 
a stamping machine and turn a 
crank. This device has been in use 
in New Zealand for the past six 
years, and is said to have proven 
most satisfactory,in its work, 

The machine, according to a writer 
in the Review of Reviews, is rented 
from the postal authorities. It re- 
cords the amounts stamped, just like 
a gas meter, and payment is made 
to a collector who calls for it at 
intervals. 

The machines are turned out from 
the work shop with only one means 
of opening, and that is by a patent 
lock, the key of which is handed to 
the postal authorities after the ma- 
enine has been exhaustively tested. 
There are no sesews that will give 
udmission to the interior, and there- 
fore the mechanism cannot be tam- 
pered with. The dies are cut by 
hand, and it is just as difficult to 
copy them as to copy handwriting. 
Mach dis¢ has q distivctive number, 
and, as the department only gives 
permission for the use of the mach- 
ine, a record is kept of every user 
and any doubtful impressions can Le 
immediately challenged. 

The ribbons are non--opying, and a 
carbon impression eould be easily 
detected with tne nakes eye or by 
the very simple test of glycerine. 
Roth the inventor and the postal 
officials have tried every means of 
defrauding the impression, and the 
machine has arrived at its present 
state of perfection mainly by the 
criticism and suggestions of the lat-

valueless, Another safeguard is that 
the users are mostly commercial 
firms who would not be a party to 
fraud, and if there was any doubt, 
suspicion would s001 be aroused by 
the ramifications of the 
which would be always before the 
departmental officers in their usual 
periods.

cannot be turned back.

No refunds are made on impressions 
upon plain sheets of paper. 

The machine at present’ is only 
of the British coinage value, but all 
the parts for altering to the decimal 
coinage of any naticn are prepared 
and, in fact a machine is now. un- 
der construction to the order of the 
government of Ceylon for trial pur- 
poses. 

The machine is leased in perpetuity 
to the user for $135 in cash, at a 
rental of one penny per annum. The 
postmaster-general retains 
and the machine cannot be trans- 
jferred without his consent. The dies 
are the property of the department, 
and jn the event of the user wishing 
to abandon his machine (an event 
that has not yet happened), the dies

Red Deer, Alta., Dee. 7, 1912. 
To the Editor of The News. 

Dear Sir,—With reference to the 
charge brought against me in your 
issue of Dec. 4th, permit me to say 
that had I known you were ignorant 
of the Socialist attitude in this mat- 
ter, I would have sent an explana- 
tion early enough to save you the 
trouble of printing this untrue state- 
mext.

To this charge I reply that it is 
absolutely untrue. I think that all 
fair minded persons will admit that 
any word or action to be an insult 
must be intended as such. The fact 
that some persons present looked up* 
on the incident as insulting proves 
nothing except that they misunder- 
stood my action. I have no use for 
insulting words or action, even to 
political opponents. 1 intended no 
insult and therefore no insult’ was 
committed. 

Now. Mr. Editor, as the question 
of lovalty has been mentioned, 1 
would be glad of the opportunity to 
make clear the Socialist attitude on 
this matter. It is generally conced- 
ed that loyalty today means not si 
much loyalty to the King as loyalto 
to the State, the King having no 
arbittary power but symbolizing the 
power of the State. 

In every system of society since 
the passing of cannibalism and the 
advent of slavery, there has been a 
master and a slave class, and in 
each of these systems the power of 
the State has been used by the mas- 
ter class to make and enforce laws 
in the interests of the master class. 

In the days of chattel slavery the 
slave owners possessed the power of 
the State and made the laws in the 
interests of the slave owners.

was bound, was enabled in a more 
indirect form to appropriate unpaid | 
labor from the serf, and at that | 
time it was the landlords who. pos- , 
sessing the power of the State, made ; 
and enforced the laws in favor of 
the landlords. 

Today, the capitalist class, by 
owning the machinery of production, 
is enabled in a still more indirect 
form to appropriate, in the form of 
profit, unpaid labor from the work- 
ing class, and at this time it is the | 
capitalist class which, by controlling - 
the power of the State. makes and 
enforces laws in the interests of the 


capitalist class. 

Therefore, today loyalty to th 
State implies loyalty to the capital- 
ist. vlass. 

We Sovialists have a higher ideal 
of lovalty than this. We believe in 
loyalty to the mass of the peuple 
and not to a class comprising only 
about seven per cent.’ of the whole 
population. 

However, we do not wish it to be 
understood that we have no respect 
for law and order. 

We propose to substituty laws in 
favor of the majority in place of 
those now in force in favor of thy 
few. We p opose to seize the power 
of the State by peaceful acd legal 
nethods. In this couniry we have 
political freedom, and when, the 
working class realizes that it is to 
its in-erests to control the power ot 
the State, it will send members ot 
its own class to parliament with inv 
structions to make and enforce laws 
on behalf of the working class. 

When ‘that time comes the power 
of the State will be used in the in- 
terests of the working class to bring 
about the socialization and demo- 
cratic control of industry, and the 
abolition of the capitalists system 
whereny the working class is robbed 
of the largest part of its product. 
Then, loyalty to the State will mean 
loyalty to.the welfare of the whole 
community. This is the aim of the 
Socialist party of Canada, of which 
l am proud to be a member.

Canada’s contribution to imperial 
defence is three super-dreadnoughts

They will be part of the British 
fleet, but liable to recall at any 
time to form part of Canadian 
navy, if established.

Viith regard to the claim that it 
would be better for the farmers of 
the west to ship their stock to 
Chicago, many of the best stockmen 
take exception.

A 1460 animal at $9.2) per hundred- 
weight, would bring on the Chicago 
market $135.05. Deducting from this 
the freight at 7le per hundred, the 
duty at 274 per cent, ad valorem, 
and the feed and customs charges, 


we find the net procecds of the sale 
to he $91.50. 
“In a journey of that distance 


there would be a shrinkage in weight 
of 100 tbs. per animal, so that a 
hullock weighing 1460 ths. in Chie 
ayo must have left Alberta weighing 
1560 ths. This animal would bring 
in Calgary, at the market price of 


$6.25 per hundred, a net price of 
397.50, or, in other words, Mr. Lane 
lost $6.00 per bullock. On the 


first 18 loads of cattle described as 
above, he would lose $1944; i.e, 
allowing I animals to the ear. 
“The balance of this shipment, 
Namely 22 cars, were lighter and 


marc avebn itt ap roclveantatles 


thinner steers,’ averaging only 1250 
Ibs., and were sold at an average 
price of $7,25. Again comparing 
markets we find still greater differ- 
ences. The Chicago market would 
pay him $90.62 per steer of this 
weight. Deducting from this the 
freight, duty and other charges as 
por ahove, we ol‘tain a net proceed 
of $52.84 per steer. These animals, 
weighing 1250 tbs. in Alberta would 
bring on the calgary market $6.25, 
a return of $84.38. This means that 
Mr. Lane lost on the balance of 22 
cars $31.54 per bullock.” 

In the face of these figures, it is 
hard to understand what Mr. Lane 
is making out of the venture outside 


of a little cheap notoriety. 


Again, Mr. EF. Maunsell, one of the 
biggest cattle men in the southern 
end of the province, says he is 
thousands of dollars in pocket by 
selling his cattle in Canada. 

Interviewed on the question by the 
Macleod Spectator, 


a higher price than he could have 
obtained in Canada but that was 
only part of the story. 

“Chicago is the most discriminat- 
ing beef marvet in the world,’ said 
Mr. Maunsell, ‘‘and for particularly 
smooth stock such as were the three 
hundred head which brought the 
record price, fancy figures can be 
obtained. Stock of this grade, how- 
ever, comprises only a very small 
percentage of what we produce. 

“T tell you frankly that had I 
shipped all my cattle to Chicago 
this year, that I would have been 
$6,000 or $7,0.0 worse off than I am 
by selling them in Canada, 

“J have received on an average 
$17 more a head than I did last 
Vear.”’ 

Mr. Maunsell further stated that 
until Canada beeame an exporting 
country he was not in favor of reci- 
procity. 

“Canada is now and will be for 
years, the best cattle market in the 
world. The reason for this is sim- 
ply that the demand is greater than 
the supply.”

Mr. Clutterbuk on rising said that 
he was very pleased to sce so many 
present, especially the ladies, who, 
by their presence, showed their in- 
terest in the welfare of the village, 
and in the question before the mect- 
ing.

ed indebtedness of $4000 repayable in 
a long term of years, as against an 
assessed value of approximately 
$540,000.00. He would ask those 
present: to remember that the world 
was not built in a day, and that it 
was quite impossible to transform 
bare prairie into an up-to-date city 
in such a limited time. He explained 
that under the new Village Act, now 
being prepared Ly the Alberta gov- 
ernment, more borrowing powers 
would be granted to villages, and 
then without doubt the village would 
be in a position to enter into a con- 
tract for a supply of power and to 
arrange for a municipal plant.

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STRANGE PEOPLE 


Claim to Have Been Unfairly Dealt 
With In Canada—Recognize 
no Authority: 


According to Voldemar Kruglak 
the Dominion of Canada did not use 
the Doukhobors fairly, hence arose 
their 
Colorado. When the negotiations for 
the Doukhobor immigration were 
made through Tolstoi, it was under- 
stood that the newcomers to Canada 
were to be granted religious and civil 
Mberty. Every Canadian believes that 
he enjoys this liberty, but the Voukh- 
obor interpretation of the word differs 
from ours, and that Is how the first 
trouble arose with the Government. 
There was friction over the settlement 
duties. According to the communal 
practices of the sect the Doukhobors 
cultivated their land in one block. 
The law provides that a part of each 
quarter section shall be cultivated 
three yeats.. When the Douklhobors 
appeared to ask for their patents they 
did not ask for any individual quarter- 
sections but for a block of 2,000 guar- 
ter sections. There was no provision 
made by the law for any such whole- 
sale transaction, and the demand 
could not be complied with. More 
over, the fact that the Doukhobors 
refused to become British subjects 
complicated affairs. Finally they gave 
up the land rather than comply with 
the regulations. 

The Trek to British Columbia 

They retained only 15 acres.for each 
homestead, and leaving 2,000 of their 
brethren on this land, the others 
trekked to British Columbia, where 
they purchased 10,000 acres at the 
junction of the Kootenay and Coluin- 
bia Rivers. Here they establishid a 
thriving settlement with several im- 
portant industries. They built 
an enormous pumping station, and 
planned a vast scheme of Irrization, 
but could not be satisfled with the 
laws of British Columbia. These law 
are chiefly those havihg to do with 
reporting births and deaths’ wit'in 
the community. In spite of many 
warnings, the Doukhobors refused ti: 
provide this information, and at ‘ast 
two of them were arrested for not 
making out declarations as to the 
death of their relatives. They were 
sentenced to three months’ imprison- 
ment. 

Defying the Law 

An officer who wont to subprena 
some of the Doukhobor women is wit- 
nesses was thrown bodily out of a 
house, and his summonses torn up. 
In order to prevent the police from 
securing any evidence the Doukhotors 
of Grand Forks plowed up their grave- 
yard and harrowed it level. The whole 
community took a vow of silence, and 
even the children refused to answer 
any questions. They protested against 
the action of the police, but- were in- 
formed that they would have to com- 
ply with the lawg of the provinoc, and 
it was this news that prompted them 
to communicate with the State Immf 
gration Commissioner of Colorado, 

The Real Soclallets 

The Doukhobors are one of the most 
remarkable religious sects in the 
world. They are practical Soolalists. 
holding everything in common, and 
their motto is “the Christian Com- 
munity of Universal Brotherhood.” 
They have no written laws or rules, 
and nothing is fixed In their worship. 
Theft is unknown amonog the Doukho- 
bora, as is drunkenness, smoking, pro- 
fanity, brawling and lying. They are 
vegetarians, and will not eat even 


eggs. Nevertheless they are sald to | 


be rugged and healthy. The great

Tree Trunk Found in Viotoria

Increased and Home Products

Injured by Free Trade 

Mr. George B. Curtiss, in his book 
ion “Prosperity and Protecticn,” points 
out that previous to 1846 when pro- 
tection on agricultural products was 
for the greater part removed, the tarm- 
ling interests of England kept pace 
with the constautly increasing popu- 
lation, supplied the home market wi-h 
the produce of their farms in ex 
change for clothing, implements and 
wares of British factories. By ths 
interchange of comm. dities which was 
earried on, the rural population sus- 
taining the cities and the cit‘es con- 
tributing to the prosperity of the agri. 
culturists, for more than two cer 
turies a flourishing and steadily ir- 
proving condition had been main- 
tained. In 1886 while protection pre- 
vailed, the imports of farm products 
for home consumption amounted to 
only $4.243,.225. After the adontion of 
free trade in 1846 they increased to 
$219.692.086 in 1860, continuing until 
by 1890 there were brought into the 
United Kingdom from foreign coun- 
tries and consumed there the enor- 
mous sum of $599,728,940. A large 
part of the products included in these 
figures might under protection have 
been produced in the United Kingdum, 
and would have given employment and 
support to a vast population. Purely on 
a basis of national economy, Mr. Cur. 
tiss thinks the destruction of English 
agricultwre has proven most unwise. 
The yearly consumption of about +600, 
000,000 of agricultural produce which 
might be raised on English soil, ne 
says, is an absolute Joss of that. umount 
in the United Kingdom. Deducting thz 
proportion which would go to the 
Government in tax rates, at ieast $500, 
000,000 would be added to the cur- 
rent income. which would increnge ihe 
purchasing power of the Engli-h peo- 
ple. Were this vast sum add:d an-

Throughout large 
agricultural districts not a single ag 
ricultural laborer will be found who 
has saved so much as a Week's wages 
A life of toiling and incessant indus. 
try offers no other prospects than a 
miseral:'e old age.”

Straight Talk on Cement

Sir Wilfird Laurier, Hon. Frank 
Oliver and the western Liberals were 
driven by Hon. W. T. White, Minis- 
ter of Finance, into the unenviable 
position of defenders of the so-called 
‘cement trust’? in the debate on the 
address in reply to the speech from 
the throne recently. The Liberal 
leader and his chief western lieuten- 
ant had attacked the government for 
cutting the duty in half last sum- 
mer when there there was a_ serious 
shortage in the west. Mr. White was 
accused of having made the reduction 
for political expeditncy owing to the 
impending Saskatchewan elections. 

COMPLETE ANSWER. 


The attack drew from Mr. White a 
vigorous, foreeful and crushing reply. 
He showed that the insinuation of 
the ex.premicr was based upon an 
anonymous letter which had abso- 
lutely misrepresented an interview 
he had had with the cement manu- 
facturers. Mr. White remarked that 
it was extraordinary that a states- 
man like Sir Wilfrid should make 
serious allegations without taking 
any trouble to imquire upon what the 
action of the government was found- 
ed. “L rather think,’’ added Mr. 
White, ‘‘that the right honorable 
gentleman instead of being concerned 
as he proposed about the principle 
underlying the action of the adminis- 
tration was more concerned about 
his friend, confidant and chief advis- 
er, Senator Edwards, head of the 
cement trust.” 

HAD THE DOCUMENTS. 


Cobtinuibg, Mr. White presented a 
formidable array of letters and tele- 
grams from boards of trade and 
business organizations in every part 
of the west urging the government 
to reduce the duty. Here is the tele 
zram from the Saskatoon Board of 
Trade: 

“Saskatoon, June 6, 1912. 

“Cement shortage rendered situ- 
ation here critical. Construction 
work of all kinds suspended owing to 
lack of supplies. This delay serious 
blow to general development. Over 
five million dollars tied up in build- 
ings and enforced idlencss of labor- 
ers causing heavy loss to contractors 
and others. Strongly urge tempor- 
ary remission of duty to enable ob- 
taining cement from United States 
thus obviating further commercial 
dist ress.

Extending Signal Service 


Important Development Decided Up- 
on by Mepartment of Marine and 
Fisheries. Best Signal Service in 
the World. 


For the further protection of ships 
trading in the St. Lawrence and for 
the greater convenience of ship own- 
ers, who wish to know the where- 
abouts of their vessels, it is aA- 
noun-ed that an extension of the 
Gulf and River Signal Service will 
be made. This is another of the 
many reforms inaugurated by — the 
Hon. J. D. Hazen, Minister of Mar- 
ine and Fisheries, since he came into 
office. At the commencement of the 
naVigation season there was a scheme 
inaugurated by whi:h a daily signal 
service from all important points 
was brought into effect. The new 
plan is a further development. 

NEW STATIONS. 

Owing to the large increase of 
t mnaze between Montreal and the 
Great Lakes, reporting stations will 
he established next year on the 
canal system and the Great Lakes 
and information will also be avail 
able at the Montreal and Quebec 
signal station~ of the movement of 
ves-els between Halifax and = St. 
John. ; 

This means that the daily signal 
reports issued by the St. Lawrence 
signal station will keep track of the 
movements of all vessels within wire 
less communicating distance of Cape 
Race amd all points on i:land wat- 
ers as far west as Port Arthur on 
Lake Superior. This means that sig 
nals will be available over a total 
distance of about 2,000 miles, and it 
must not be forgotten that vessels 
far trom shore on the Great Lakes 
can, by wireless telezgraphy, keep in 
touch with signal stations on the 
shores of the lakes and their move- 
ments may be transmitted thence to 
Montreal and Quebec. The signal 
service of the St. Lawrence and 
Great) Lakes will be thus) without 
parallel throughout the world. 

Its future usefulness to shipowners 
und mariners may not easily be over- 
estimated. '

CANADA MUST INPROVE 
LIVE STOCK PRODUCTION 


What is to be done in order to 
build up the meat industry of Cana- 
da! There will be little use for 
abattoirs if the farmers do not raise 
animals for slaughter therein, and 
the question is not so much how can 
we export: our surplus meat, but 
rather how we can import enough 
meat to feed ourselves. 

Canada, like other growing coun- 
tries, is already facing a shortage 
in meat supply. Toe population is 
rapidly increasing, whereas the sup- 
ply of cattle, sheep and hogs is de- 
creasing rapidly. In several province. 
cs the actual number of cattle, 
sheep and hogs is less than five 
years ago. The breaking up of the 
ranch and range country in the west 
into small farms has made seriou- 
inroads into the supply of beef and 
mutton from that territory, and has 
practically cut off the supply of thin 
young cattle whieh formerly = wer 
-hipped to Ontario to be finished 
over. 

Grain farmers of the western pro- 
Vinces are being urged by experi- 
mental farm workers, farmers’ insti 
tutes, livestock and farm papers to 
diversify their farming not only for 
safety as to returns, but as an in- 
surance against the time when fertil- 
ity will be so depleted that vields of 
grain will be no longer profitable. 

Live stock is a safeguard, not only 
for the farmer, but would he a_ big 
factor in helping solve the car short- 
age problern which is so acute every 
fall. Grain farmers all want to mar- 
ket their grain at the same time and 
get the money. Sheep and steers can 
be marketed every day in the year, 
provide a safe revenue, and distri- 
bute the traffie for the transporta- 
tion compaties. There is at present 
a market in Canada for all live stoch 
produce and for all kinds of smoked 
reats, lard, ham and bacon, so that 
thie market is here with good prices. 
As the population increases this mar- 
ket will grow. 

One of the greatest drawbacks 
against more live stock in the west 
is the fact that Canadian banks are 
not allowed to accept live stock as 
collateral for loans, whereas in the 
United States an enormous and’ pro- 
filable cattle loan business is done 
by large cattle loaning companies 
who get behind the beginner in the 
live stock business and carry him 
until the returns come in from his 
investment. 

It is generally supposed that the 
extremely low temperatures = which 
prevail during the winter in the west 


are absolutely prohibitive of the 
successful and economical bhandting 
of live stock. As a matter of fact, 
much of the best beef sold in Cal 
gary, Edmontoa and Winnipeg thix 
spring was fed out in the open air 


last winter with no shelter except a 
few buildings, and here and there 
some haystacks or very cheap sheds. 
Northwest winters are no harder on 
live stock than the winters of On- 
turio. 

Although the Province af Alberta 
is unusually well equipped for pro- 
ducing cheaply of the finest quality, 
large quantitics of frozen sheep and 
lambs arereach winter brought = in 
from Australia and New Zealand, in 
addition to the large number of live 
sheep and lambs driven across the 
hordcr from Montana and Wyoming. 

One thing our farmers and stock 
raisers should learn is that the home 
market is the best. The cattle em- 
bargo has combined with other caus- 
es to make shipping cattle to Liver- 
pool unprofitale. Indeed, several 
firms, formerly lar exporters of 
cattle, have practically ceased their 
shipment to England. 

Again, the Canadian market is bet+ 
ter than the American market, for 
the Canadian farmer and rancher 
will almost urtiformly get a better 
price net at Edmonton, Calgary or 
Winnipeg than he will at Chicago. 
No more delusive argument was put 
forward by the advocates of — reci- 
procity than ths argument that the 
Canadian cattle raiser would be 
benefitted by freer access to the 
American market. 

Some Western Canadian stockmen 
have been led by Chicago market re- 
ports and ramors of an acute, short- 
age of finished cattle in the United 
States to ship their fifiished eattle 
to the Chicago market. In the case 
of the first large shipments of cattle 
made from Alberta to Chicago this 
fall the market was unusually favor- 
able and entirely abnormal. Cattle 
for that week touched the highest 
prices ever known in Chicago stock 
yards, so that the Alberta cattle be 
ing carried alorg with the current, 
sold for a few cents a hundred more 
than they would have brought. on the 
same date at Winnipeg. The success 
of this shipmext led numerous other 
ranchmen in the west to take a 
chance on the Chicago market, with 
the result that in every case, so far 
as known, the net prices received at 
Chicago was less than the prices the 
stock would have netted at Calgary, 
Edmonton or Winnipeg. Western 
Canadian prices for beef, mutton and 
pork are regulated by supply and de- 
mand. With the we-t each year im- 
portimg larger quantities of meats 
from Eastern Canada, the United 
States, Australia and New Zealand, 
it is obvious that. prices for fuished 
products in the west must. be at 
leapt on a parity with prices for 
those products in other countries 
from which they are exported. 

This general subject will be found 
discussed at great length in the last 
annual report issued by Dr. J. G. 
Rutherford, as veterinary general of 
the Dominion Government, which 
was extensively quoted from and 
commented upon at the time by The 
World. The gencral subject of the 
languishing meat industry of Canada 
was the subject of a lengthy debate 
in the house of commons ahout a 
year ago, and it is a fair surmise 
that the present government intends 
in some way‘to enourage the indus- 
try. Unfortunately, the cold eli- 
mate of Western Canada and the 
natural desire of the new settler to
